molten clay may be seen. 
This 
sounds 
very 
Dantesque. 
but its probability cannot be 
de­ 
nied. 
It is trell known that the 
fantastic and highly -colored “ bad 
lands” formations of the state of 
South Dakota owe 
their 
origin 
and conditions to 
just 
such 
a 
happening. 
In fact, some of the 
beds of coal in that region 
are 
still burning. Similar phenomena 
are known in other parts of the 
world. 
Some may marvel that coal and 
oil are found so far 
north, even 
within the Arctic circle, since coal 
especially is known to be derived 
from plant life which 
flourished 
in a tropical or mild climate. The 
coal beds of the Mackenzie River 
region however, are several 
mil­ 
lion y ears old, although compara­ 
tively recent as 
the 
geological 
age of the earth is now generally 
accepted. 
At the time they were formed, 
and also much more recently , the 
climatic conditions of

the 
victim 
of the 
tragedy stated he 
planned

hunting this morning with a party 
of friends. 
The contents of the gun blew the 
head partly from the body . 
The 
deceased was about 40 y ears of 
age. 
Deputy District 
Attorney 
Mor­ 
gan A .Sanborn, who returned this 
afternoon following an investiga­ 
tion on the scene of the crime, is 
of the opinion that two or three 
men who visited the Ratto place 
last Monday night did the 
fatal 
shooting. 
He believes the murder was not 
premeditated, but was merely the 
result of a 
quarrel 
which 
arose 
while the men were visiting Rat- 
to’s place. He does not believe that 
Mrs. Ratto, who left her husband a 
week ago following a series of quar­ 
rels, had any thing to do with the 
shooting. 
The authorities found thatwMon­ 
day noon, Ratto visited his brother, 
on a neighboring farm, and bor­ 
rowed a shotgun and five shells. He 
said he was going duck hunting 
with a party of friends the follow­ 
ing day .

commission alleging 
con­ 
venience and necessity 
as basis 
for construction of ap p roximately 
300 miles of new railroad. 
U nder the law, should the state 
commission make a showing 
of 
convenience 
and necessity, 
the 
federal commission may order the 
construction of such lines. H. H. 
Corey, m em ber of the Oregon p ub­ 
lic service commission, filrgj 
his 
com p laint w ith 
the state 
body 
October 10. Favorable action 
is 
p redicted for it before the nation­ 
al body. 
The p rop osed extension of lines 
would make 
Odell, 
in Klamath 
county, 
an 
im p ortant 
term inal 
p oint, since 
the so-called N atron 
cut-off from N atron, southeast 
of 
Eugene, 
through 
to 
Oakridge, 
would be extended from Oakridge, 
over the Cascade 
m ountains 
to 
Odell in E astern Oregon. The Ore­ 
gon Short .Line would be extended 
to Odell, and there join with an 
extension of 
the Southern Pacific 
north from K lam ath Falls. 
These four extensions would tap 
great stands of tim ber, rich dep os­ 
its of soda, and eth er minerals, 
and 
a 
considerable agricultural 
and range area, and would mater- 
ally reduce the tim e of movement 
of m arket p roduce and minerals 
north, east, south and west.

WILL CARRY ON THE FIGHT 


One o f the best things lawyers do— or, in the 
words of W ildcat, “ the fondes’ thing they am of, 
is to take an appeal. 
But they don’t often appeal 
from a higher to a lower court, as it is said they 
are going to do in the m atter of the so-called lawyers 
bill, which w as defeated at Tuesday’s election. 
Of 
course* there m ay be a difference of opinion as to 
whether the people at the polls or the legislative ses­ 
sion is the higher court, but perhaps in a strictly 
dem ocratic sense the people at the polls must be 
given credit for being the higher of the two courts. 
However, the story is that the lawyers are going 
to go before the legislature at its next session with 
a bill which will m ake invalid any will in which the 
lawyer or the trust com pany or any other person 
drawing or advising in the drawing o f a will shall 
m ake him self or itself executor. 
They say they are 
determined to protect the people in this m atter to 
the extent of stopping what they call the perniciaps 
practice of certain trust com panies of draw ing wills 
for people and naming themseWes (the trust com ­ 
panies) as executors. 


Incidentally, the lawyers are chuckling over the 
alleged fact that, although their bill to “ prohibit the 
illegal practice of law’ 
w as defeated, they have 
educated the people as to the “ evils” of the practice 
of certain trust com panies to such ai* extent that 
their activities will be greatly curtailed. 
In regard to the bill the lawyers propose to intro^ 
duce in the next legislature, they say that they are 
confident it will pass and be approved by the gov­ 
ernor, because it is absolutely fair in every respect' 
— that is, it prohibits the lawyer as well as the trust 
com pany from drawing a will in which he names 
him self as executor. 


APPETITE FOR ACCUMULATION 


16,000 more cars and 300 more locomotives than 
were bought in average years during the decade end­ 
ing with 19 21. 
It is more than were bought in any 
single year since 19 16. 
And the total will be con­ 
siderably larger before the year is ended. 


Much of this equipment goes to replace worn-o%t 
stock, but there is a positive gain. 


The mere fact that the railroads are able to buy 
this new rolling stock in such quantities is in itself 
a reassuring thing. 
It shows that the roads are able 
to start building up again, instead o f living on their 
own fat. 
It shows also that they anticipate a grow­ 
ing volume of traffic and increasing prosperity.

PUT THEM UNDERGROUND 


A city councilman in one o f the big cities, seeking 
some brave pre-election prom ise to tempt the votes 
of his constituents, chose the removal of all overhead 
telegraph, telephone and trolley wires and their sup 
porting poles. A man who could put this over would 
deserve election. 


In the city in question it is estimated that it will 
cost the city and the various corporations involved 
not less than $ 10,000,000 to put all wires under­ 
ground. 
There has been an ordinance calling for 
i such action for m any years* but it has gone unheeded 
; because it developed early in the gam e that it was 
i cheaper to pay fines for non-compliance than to 
obey the law. 


W hatever may be the outcome in this case as to 
law enforcement and the interment of wires, the 
situation points a moral 
for smaller communities. 
Poles and overhead wires are unsightly and a pro* 
gressive menace as the city increases 
in 
size 
and 
population grows. 
The time to check it is in the 
earlier stages of the town’s development.

every shelter that has housed a fam ily since men 
first acknowledged there w as such a thing. 
The 
Soviet has attem pted to destroy this appetite, and 
the world has seen what that m ean;. 
The fact of the case is that individuals save, but 
never m obs; that here in Am erica, although we have 
had life insurance for a century and a half and sav­ 
ings banks for a full century, 85 per cent of 
still die leaving no more than enough to pay our 
funeral expenses. 
Destroy the “ appetite for accum u­ 
lation” and the percentage would be 100. 
Jam es Bryce, in his “ Am erican Commonwealth,” 
rem arks that “ the average Am erican knows he al­ 
ready has everything he could hope for, except from 
general pillage,” and one knows what a general pil­ 
lage m eant in R ussia. 


MORE COWS FOR DAKOTA 


T he D akotas are stabilizing agriculture by the 
developm ent o f dairying as a sideline to wheat. 
North D akota, according to the best state estim ates, 
has 16,000 m ore dairy cows today that it had a yea; 
ago. 
South D akota figures are not available, but 
the 19 20 census showed 539 ,000 of them against a 
total of 406,000 reported by the state in 19 19 . 
Milk and butter fat production has alm ost trebled 
within the decade in both states and, still more en­ 
couraging, the number o f pure-bred cattle is increas­ 
ing m ore rapidly every year. 
Within the year North 
D akota has im ported no less than 85 pure-bred Hol­ 
stein, Guernsey or Jersey bulls, while farm ers in sev­ 
eral counties have banded together 
and 
pledged 
themselves to purchase bulls only from dam s with a 
record o f 600 pounds o f butter fat a year. 
Cow- 
testing associations are springing up everywhere. 
For a generation the nation has been thinking of 
the D akotas as a land o f great wheat farm s and 
little else. 
The w holesale introduction of dairying 
will literally change the face of the country before 
many years are past and, t t it does so, will make 
for better living, larger and steadier income and bet­ 
ter credit in every business way.

“I found the bowl weighed 
the 
equivalent of 100 Babylonian she­ 
kels, 100 P ersian darics and 
100 
Corinthian staters,” explained Mr. 
Caskey. “ T h e G reeks took 
their 
unit of w eight from the Orient and 
when I discovered that the 
bcwl 
weighed 
the sam e 
in 
Oriental 
money a s In Greek money, I was 
satisfied that the bowl w as m ade 
from G reek gold 
coins of the sev­ 
enth century, B. 
C. 
“Another 
very Interesting fea­ 
ture of the bowl,” said Mr. Caskey, 
“ is its inscription, “ The son s 
of 
Cypselus dedicated this from Her- 
aclia.” The bowl 
w as 
found 
at 
Olympia and It is thought that it 
w as a part of the spoils after 
the 
conquest of H eraclia. Cyselus fig­ 
ures as one of the w orst tyrants 
of Greek history, so the inscrip­ 
tion bearing his nam e is consid­ 
ered of historical value. One son 
of Cypselus Perienda w as titled 
one of 
the 
seven 
w ise men of 
Greece.”— Boston Post.
